So you like airplanes but don’t have the in¬ 
clination or the money to learn to fly and pur¬ 
chase a plane? Then the Sierra Madre Radio 
Control Modelers are for you. 

However, some of the members actually do fly 
real planes, says John Dolan of Arcadia, vice-pres¬ 
ident of the group that meets monthly. “Lindbergh 
lived two doors from me,’’ Dolan grins. That might 
be the reason for his intense interest in flying. 

The club was started when “a group of us were 
hanging over the counter at the Continental Hobby 
Shop (in Pasadena) and decided to form a club 
since we all had the same interests. Now we have 
95 members with about 70% of them active mem¬ 
bers,’’ President Doug Wilber of Bradbury explains. 

What is the goal of the club? To introduce 
people to the fun of modeling. Most of the mem¬ 
bers have model airplanes but many don t fly 
even though they are interested. This club gives 
them a chance to learn more about safety of fly¬ 
ing a model airplane and allows them the oppor¬ 
tunity to hear particularly interesting guests such as 
the one your editor heard at a recent meeting. 
They also learn about modeling techniques, manu¬ 
facturing news and engine care and maintenance. 

Dolan says, “This is one of the few hobbies 
where you build your own vehicle, then use it. 
The golfer can’t. The tennis player can’t. Most 
prospective members ask two questions: how much 
and how fast? Models go from 20 mph to over 
100 mph. Some of the jets go close to 200 mph. 
They cost from $200 to well over $1000. Kits 
sell for about $50 to $60 plus the covering which 
is, another $20^ ,,a r^q^ whic h c osts from $ 100 
to into the $l(Xte and the engine that’s between $60 
and $80.’’ 

Do people ever refer to model airplanes as toys? 
Yes, but they are not toys, far from it.

Connie Amaden-Crawford sees her first book pub¬ 
lished this week and she extends an invitation to 
all foothill residents to join her next Thursday, 
July 24, 3 to 7 p.m. for a “book party’’ at The 
Fashion Institute of Design and Merchandising lo¬ 
cated at 818 W. 7th St., Los Angeles. 

We say book, but what we should say is 
“tome.’’ This book is weighty in both girth and 
information. 

It is a “how to’’ book of the greatest pro¬ 
portions — a “how to’’ book in sewing.

Johnson’s trial set for September 


found June, 1985, in the street, a block from 
the Johnson home on Valle Vista Dr. The 
suspect has been out on $50,000 bail since. 
The trial will be held in Superior Court in 
Pasadena. 

Results of the autopsy revealed that Mrs. 
Johnson had died of a gunshot wound to her 
head. 

The Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team 
found the possible murder weapon down the 
cliff behind the Johnson home the early morn¬ 
ing after the crime was committed. 


The family of Vernon Vilroy Johnson of 
Sierra Madre suggested his murder case be 
continued until September because so many of 
them are out of town this summer. 

Deputy District Attorney Susan Wondries 
told The News that this decision is dependant 
upon whether or not the defense attorney 
agrees. Watch The News next week for further 
decisions. 

Johnson was to stand trial, beginning July 
28, for the murder of his wife, Betty Flo¬ 
rence Johnson. Mrs. Johnson’s body was

Caution: animals 
roam foothills 

David May stopped in at The News to 
report seeing a peacock and two peahens 
outside the May home on Liliano early 
Friday. Heidi Jeromln called the paper 
later that day to report that a deer had 
been run over by a car near her home on 
CamllloSt. 

Drivers in the foothill communities, 
which, of course, include Sierra Madre, are 
cautioned to drive with care because of 
the wild animals and relatively tame fowl 
that Inhabit this area. 

Jeromln told The News, “Up here we 
drive slowly and carefully because we 
have had that buck and two does wander¬ 
ing around our area. Now the buck has 
been killed.” 

Repeated caution: in Sierra Madre we 
drive more slowly and carefully in the foot¬ 
hills area because of the possibility of 
maiming or killing our wild animal friends.

I have a friend who maintains that the 
breakup of the family unit is due primarily to 
the disappearance of the front porch. 

Karla, the weaver, and I have seen front 
porches all over Sierra Madre in our morning 
walks. The street with the highest percentage 
of porches (so far’^in the survey) is the 200 
block of San Gabriel Court. And they are real 
porches, too. 

Little stoops that only hold a bunch of pots 
of plants do not count as porches. Human 
sitting space is the requirement. The whole 
idea here is that the porch is for visiting. 
Chair space is nice, but not required. There is 
one house on “Porch Lane” that has a couple 
of low beach chairs waiting. They look like 
they get use — they’re not always in the same 
spot. In the old days, porches were huge. An 
entire neighborhood, or at least an entire family, 
could congregate there. In those days, of 
course, some families were as large as some 
modern neighborhoods. My grandmother s 
porch is really big and it has a ledge all 
around it and the banisters go down the steps. 
My sisters and I would scale on it and jump 
from one side to the other. It’s a wonder we 
made it without knocking out our front teeth. 
We did take out a few bushes. 

Sitting in the front of the house is so dif¬ 
ferent than on the patio. You can watch the 
world go by. You can watch the kids playing 
together in the street. And more and more 
people came over to add to the conversation. 

The whole idea about porches came to me 
a few weeks ago when the power went out 
one evening. Everyone in the neighborhood 
came out to find out whether the electric 
company really did shut them off for not pay¬ 
ing the bill on time, or whether it was a com¬ 
mon disaster. Here we were, sitting on the 
front steps visiting with the neighbors. I was 
wishing that we could be on the porch, then 
everyone could have been sitting. 

But alas, on our porch there is one old 
chair and a lot of potted plants.

Police are 
on the lookout . . . Francis Eakman, rue¬ 
fully eyeing the blisters on his hands this 
week, threatened to give up his favorite sport, 
fishing. While fishing from a small boat in 
San Pedro Harbor Sunday, his outboard motor 
suddenly hesitated, coughed and became quiet. 
Francis had to row the distance to shore, 
‘‘several hundred miles at least,” or so it 
seemed. 

— July 20, 1961: The Sierra Madre News ob¬ 
tained a supply of 50-star American flags as 
a public service, each equipped with detachable 
pole and with holder which can be attached 
to porch, house, store . . . Sierra Madre 
Lion’s Club plans their annual Pioneer Days 
Parade and merchants plan to stage their an¬ 
nual October Dollar Days in October. 

— July 20, 1976: The Cub Scout float was 
voted the best in the July 4 parade by judges 
John Holcombe, Phyllis Chapman and Pat Al¬ 
corn . . . Richard Harris was elected new 
national director of the National Association 
of Accountants at a recent conference.
